Parkebsbl'kq, W. Va., June 15.— One 
of the worst tragedies that ever cx - 
Gomd in West Virginia startled the 
oitiaens of Pleasant Hill, this county. 
Mn. FhiUy K«rch, th« wife of a well- 
to^ (Mmir, ^l64r>lM|rMlf uid four 
ohilditaW t8Bd t^l#»e r#t of the 
family.

§ike, 16 miles from this city. Philip 
[erch, a prosperous German farmer, 
his wife. Katherine, and eight children, 
the oldest of whom was named Mollie, 
and ie 111 lout 17 years of age, lived abont 
one half milo trom the piKe. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kerch had lived there 
for about 16 vfars and h^ moved there 
from Ohio. They had a farm of 100 
acrt'H with horsea and cows and plenty 
of everything tb live on. For some 
time Mrs. Kerch has been very melan 
choly anil frequently said that ahe WM 
afraid she would die and leave her chil- 
dren. She seemed to be in good health, 
however, except that she flometiniuH 
complained of a trouble in ber side, but 
was frequently very melancholy. 

Mondiiv Mr. Kerch wa» away from 
home attendiiiK a bonse-raising. At 
home Mollie, the oldest child, was en- 
gaged in waahinK and at the diniur 
hour no regtilar dinner was served Init 
the children were all given milk and 
"pieces." This was about 12:30 o'clock. 

When the children had finiuhetl e;tt 
lug Mra. Kerch went to Mollie and 
anietly said to her: "I have given 
Johnnie and Freddie poison and we will 
all jump into the well." 

Mollie, remembering that • t»lll» of 
strychnine hod been in the lioiim for 
•ome time, ran to the place where it 
had been kept. It was gone, but she 
found it in another plA<» <u>a threw it 
down the hill. 

She got back to tbAfrantof the honf<e 
just in time to see her vother pick up 
the baby, 10 months old, and throw it 
into the well, which stood 80 feet from 
the house and was 84 feet deep, with 
eight feet of water in it. Before Mollie 
coold prevent her Mrs. Kerch had 
thxown the baby into the well and bad 
grabbidep another child, a little 8- 
year-<na, ttid had also thrown it into 
the welL Then the «raay woman 
grabbed aitother of her children, a boy 
lQr9 old. bat ]foUl0 h^^iedthe 
hoj tn inaiw his eaoape. Then Mrs, 
Kereh tried to throw lldlie into the 
well, but after a desperate stmggle the 
t^l succeeded in escaping. 

By this time the two children that 
had been thrown into the well were 
dead, the two boys, Johnnie and Fred' 
die, to whom she had given poison, were 
lying on the floor dying, and the other 
onildren, with the exception of Mollie, 
the oldest daughter, had mn to their 
Uncle Dan Kerch's to tell what was hap 
pening. Then Mrs. Kerch, eeeing that 
she could destroy no more of her chil- 
dren, juuiped into the well herself. 
Mollie grabbed her and exerted her ut- 
most strength to save her. She held her 
by her clothing over the edge of the 
well and tried to pull her back, but at 
last the deperato woman freed herself 
firom her daughter's hands and fell to 
the bottom of the well. 

Then Mollie ran to her Uncle Daniel 
Kercb's and met some of the folks com 
Ing. The alarm waa soon spread and 
soonaliHrga MMitMr o4 naif olton l« 
rived. 

Word was sent hastily to the husband 
and father and he came home asiaoon aa 
posaible. One of the firat of the heigh- 
Dora to arrive waa Charlaa Baker, who 
Utss near by. got there att:80 
o'clock, and when he arrived the mother 
and two children were in the well dead, 

I Freddie, who had been given poison, 
oc Mug dead on the floor, und. 
>hnn{0, who had a)ao been tx>iBoi|ed, 
died in a yery feiw mlnotlBa afterward 
When the husband reached home an 
awful aight met bia erca, HoUie and 
thtf other ohUdren bAd nem lent away 
to a neighbor'a, and there waa nobody 
to explun to the diatraoted man how it 
had all happened. The aight was an 
awfiilone. Very aoon a great crowd 
collected and the bodies' were taken out 
of the well and the mother and her 
four children were laid side by aide. 

Thia afternoon at 4 o'clock the mother 
and her four dUldrsn will sU be buried 
in one grave at Skldmore'a graveyard 
Mrs. Keren, who oommitted thia terri- 
ble deed, waa between 85 and 40 years 
of age and waa well liked by her neigh- 
bora. She had basooM temporarily In- 
sane, and whils orM J 4**^'*^ hsraalf 
Mid children.

RUN DOWN AT SEA. 

The Servla Sinks a Sallins Taasal— Twa 
■tea lioat. 

QiT.ENBTOWii, June W.— The Cnnard 
line steamer Servia, Captain Dntton. 
which sailed from New York May 24, for 
Liverpool, has just arrived here. She 
reports that on June 7 she ran down the 
American sliip McCalluni. Captain 
O'Brien, from Lojidon April AS, for New 
York. The McCallum was so badly 
damaged tliat she filled and sank a short 
time after the accident. The Servin 
stoodby and rescued 24 of those on 
board the sailing vecpel. Two men were 
drowned. 

The collision CK"curre<l in latitmle 4(1 
north, longitude 6!t west, at aliout 'A 
o'cl(H"k in the morning. The weathi-r 
was iiazy, and those on the Servia did 
not see the ."^hin until tlie steamer was 
close to her. The Servia's engines were 
reversed fnll speed astern, but tin 
efforts to stop her was futile. Siie 
strnck the McCalluni between the main 
and niizzen masts, and cut enornions 
' le in her side. The water inured 
1- 'ukIi tiie j;ap in a torrent, and the 
<.':illum almost immediately began 
settle, and flva minutaa later ahe 

'1 he bow of the Servia was kepi in iiie 
liole as long as iK)ssible, and while she 
W!is 111 tills position 22 of the men on 
the ship eliirilied over her bow to the 
deck of tjie steamer. In the nieantiiiie 
boats were lowered from the Servia. 
and they picked up two (if the Mi C'al- 
lum's crew, who had .imiiped overboanl. 
One of the drowned men was named 
Land. lie was a seaman lielongiiig te 
Liverpool. The other victim Wi> 
Heury IvI ills. who was from London.

The iBvaatlinitlon So Var Has Besa II- 

WASiiiNdTdN, ,Iune 15. - The Supninf 
court of tlie district has dismissed 
Colonel Aiansworth's iietition for 
mandamus on two grounds. 

First, holding that a deputy-coroner 
is not a legal officer. This invslidateH 
the inquest as far as held. 

Second, that the right of a person to 
be present at an inquest in person cr 
by counsel is discretionary with the 
coroner, and therefore hot a subject for 
iiiand.'iiinis. 

In deference to the decision of the su- 
preme court of the District of Colum- 
bia, that there is no suirh officer of the 
District of Columbia, as the dejiuty cor- 
oner. Dr. Schaeffer. who has been con- 
ducting the inquest at Willard's hall, 
in that sumioiiod capacity, immediately 
adiounied the proceedings. 

Tlie curious point now develops that 
there is no body that has been viewe<l 
by a ltf;ally constituted coroner's jurv. 
Unle.ss oneOf the injured victims still 
lingering should die, it may be neces- 
sary to exhume a body.

Cleveland, June l.'i.— The Baa<'kus 
Wire Nail company made an assign- 
ment to J. Q. Riddle. He was place.l 
under a bond of $50,000 and ordered to 
continue the business. No statement 
of assets and liabilitlee baa been made. 

The Baackua Wire Nail company is a 
large concern, employing 000 bands. 
C. B. Lockwood, preaident of the com- 
pany, said: "We are aolid and can pay 
three for one. An eaatem firm to 
whom we owe 805,000 for ateel haa been 
following us for aeveral weeks, and 
though we have paid $25,000 during 
that time on the debt, an extension on 
two $5,000 notes waa refused. No ac- 
commodationa could be aecured from 
local banks. We preferred to aaaign 
rather than give one concern preference 
through attachment The house is 
good and so are the stockholders and 
we will pa y in full" .

the striiwency in the money market. 
All deposTtors will be paid in full." 

A ruu began on the bank Monday, 
but business men had all confidence and 
deposited in it up to the time of closing 
for the day. The general impression is 
that the l^ink will be able to resume 
business in a short time. 

The personal eatateof theatockholden 
is liable for the indebtedneaa, in all 
amounting to several hundred thousand 
dollars. The bank is believed to lie 
solvent. It was organised 25 years agu, 
and has always been considered a sound 
institution.

The princeaa was p^rta iing of luncheon 
when the tntin rolled in. Although 
little notice of the princess' fly- 
ing trip through the city had been giv- 
en there was a large and enthusiastic 
crowd at the depot Preaident Ledyard 
of the Michigan Central railroad en- 
tered the infanta's car and in a few 
minutea the prim eHs appear* d leaning 
on the arm of her husband. They wer - 
followed by President Ledyard, Com- 
mander Davis and the rest of the party. 
With President Ledyard on one side ot 
her and tlie nrince on the other, the in- 
fanta wiifc-ed the entire length of the 
depot piWiform, through the waiti;i;c 
room to Third street and thence to the 
dock at the foot of the street. As the 
partv came out the crowd pressed closy- 
Iv a lid at timea it was almost tmpos- 
si)>le lor thememlisrs oCthe party to get 

through. 

The Michigan Central authorities h.id 
provided Xh? steam yacht Wayward, 
which was gaily decorated ^vi!h t!ie 
Spanish and American colors, to fen / 
the party across the river, while f 'e 
train went over on oneof the com^ny's 
transixirt steamers.

A Cnnnok Doator SoMa His Own Willi 

Minister AnserN. 

Ottawa. June 1.").— Dr. Edward PI.'" 
ter, secretary of the Doinuiioii lie.dt.i 
institute and a recognized authority on 
health matters in the Dominion', re- 
newed his attack Wetlnesday in the 
new.spapers on Canada's quarantine. 

Despite the contradiction which lia' 
been made to hia previous statenien! - 
by A. R. Angers, minister of agrici 
tnre, he adheres to the inaccuracy a..d 
asserts more forcibly than ever that the 
management of the Canadian quara i- 
tine is not only faulty but totally in- 
efficient to protect the country against 
the inroads of cholera and smallpox. 

He challenges the Dominion govern- 
ment to apixiiut a commission to exam- 
ine into the working of the Gross Isle 
station on the St. Lawrence, and says 
that if this is done he will prove far 
more than he has stated to the public. 

Referring to Mr. Angers, who siioke 
disparingly of him in an interview with 
a reporter, cHaracteriEing him as an old 
fool and incompetent, who was n(>t 
able to make a livelihood at his prof^'s- 
sion, and wlio was desirous of obtain- 
ing governnieiit favors, he says: 

"While I am dying to get after Mr. 
Angers with a whip and give him a 
sound whipping in the street I have in- 
stead taken legal advice and will er - 
him for libel. It Will hurt him more 
perhaps, to toncih hia pocket than his 
akin."

Fire kt the Wurld'ii Fair. 

Cbicaou, June 15. — What might have 
been a disastrous fire was extinguishtxl 
by prompt work of the firemen in trans- 
portation building at .5 o'clock ycsti r- 
day evening. A guard saw a lire climb- 
ing up a draped post in the exhibit ot 
the transatlautic mail line ateamers in 
the gallery, and turned in an alarm, at 
the same time tryii^ to extinguish the 
blase. When the firemen arrived the 
blase had reached the overhuiging 
streamers and was rapidly approaching 
the adjoining sections, woicn are sepa- 
rated only by wooden partitiona. The 
firo was soon extinguished, bat several 
valuable paintings were damaged by 
water. ■

k FRIGHTFUL CRASH OCCURS. 



Five Mm liijiirf*! mid Twenty Car' 
Smaahad to fleci-a at Hamburg on the 
NIelwl Plate ■attmad— HaaMS ef the 
Vlrtlmn and Ssfant of Thpir InJwrlM. 
Blffai.o, June* 1.'.— Five men were 
injured, one fatally, and 2() cars smashed 
in a wreck on the Nickel Plate road, at 
HamhUig. 

A freight train of 80 cars waa coming 
down the grade, when it broke in two. 
Thebrakemcn were not aware of the 
fact, and the engineer did not stop un- 
til he reached the foot of the hill. 

The 80 nnaway cara came dashing 
down the grade at the rate of 50 miles 
an hour. Tliere was a frightful crash 
when they struck the forward section, 
and cars were telescoped and piled up 
to a beight of 26 feet. 

Trainmen who escaped and others 
from the iieighborbooa of the wreck 
went to work in aearch of victima. The 
first to be taken out waa James D. 
Dougherty. He lives at Sharon, Pa., 
and, with another man. waa working 
his way to Buffalo. When the crara 
came he was tossed high into the air 
and dropiied into the wreck, where b« 
was found unconscious. 

Joseph Cjuinn ot Sluuron, Pa., Dough- 
erty's companion, waa pinned between 
the cars. 

Joseph Buakey, who was stealing a 
ride, was thrown 20 feet and rendered 
unconscious. Tho two other injured 
men were brakemen and were not seri- 
ously hurt. 

Dougherty was found to be terribly 
bruised about the head, hia right leg, 
fractured, and badly bruised about the 
chest. 

Quinn'a right leg ia fractured abov^ 
the knee; be ia injured about the hea<i 
and face and also internally, and wiil 
probably die.

New Yokk, June 15.— Defalcations 
aggregating i:$70,bU0 have been discov- 
ered in the Irving Savings institution, 
06 Warrt n street, New York. The offi-

Ooni Looking Well— Wheat Haadliif 
mealy— Most of the TobMeo

Kollowingis tliereportof the Kentucky 
Weather Service for the week ending 
Monday. June 12th : The past week t\aa, 
upon the whole, been one of the most 
favorai>le of the season for the progress 
of farm work and the development of 
crops. The temperatOfB was slightly 
above the normal, and rinoe the 5tb the 
weather has been generally dear. These 
are the conditions most desire<l by farm- 
ers, and they have enabled them to per- 
form much work which had been retarded 
i>y the long period of frequent heavy 
rains. Since the 5th but very little rain 
has fallen though the heavy showers on 
that date gave the State a nearly normal 
amount for the week. A little lain now 
would benefit most cn^p!^, partteolarly 
those in the eastern sections. 

Com OB thenplands looks well, though 
it is very small for the season. That 
planted upon low soil is not doing so well, 
as It has been badly washed by the over- 
flows. This is especially the case in the 
river bottoms in the western sections of 
the State. In many of them the crop 
will have to be replanted as soon as the 
soil is dry enough, and in others it has 
been impossible to i)low. Much com- 
plaint is made that the fields arc overrun 
with grass and weeds, but great progress 
was made in the work of removing them 
during the week, and with a continuance 
of the present conditions for a few days 
longer it will be completed. 

Wheat developed rapidly during the 
week and is heading oat very nloely. Jtis 
nearly ready for harvest in the western 
sections of the State and is approaching 
nuturity in other sections. The general 
prospect for tlie crop is excellent, though 
it.is in some need of rain in the central 
counties. It has been remarkably free 
from disease and destructive insects, the 
only reports this week which record 
damage from these influences being those 
from Boyle and Marion counties, where 
rust has caused considerable injury. 

The work of setting tobacco plants w as 
vigorously pushed during the week, and 
the greater portion <A ih9 crop in the 
western counties is now transi)!anted, 
and about two-thirdi of it in other sec- 
tions. The crop looks well as a rule, 
though cut worms have can-^ed quite 
serious damage to it in Bourbon County. 
It is too early to hazard a prediction re- 
gariliiiL' this crop, but it can be said that 
it lias started uj)on its y;rowtli with the 
most favorable prospects. 

The harvest of barley and, oats was 
commenced iluring the week and the 
yield, especially that of the latter, is all 
that could be wished for. I lay is about 
rea<ly to cut, and the cro)) w ill be very 
large. Grasses and meadows have < on- 
tinued in the fine condition reported last 
week. The strawberry crop is about 
harvesteil, and the yield is oidy fair. 
Raspberries are ripening and the indica- 
tions point to a very large crop. 

(iardens are generally good, and the 
potato crop w ill be large despite tlie rav- 
ages of the bugs. 

The indications that the apple crop 
w ill be short are gtowing stronger as the 
season advances, but peaches will be 
plenty, except in a few locaiitiei.

PerryriUe, young Forman was pro- 
moted from a Captain to the Colonelcy of 
the command. He was killed, while 
leading a charge, at the great and bloody 
battle of Slone River, December 81, 1862, 
when only nineteen years of a>?e. lie 
WAa mounted on a coal-black horse, 
and beiuR a target for the enemy 'a bul- 
lets was importuned by his men to dis- 
mount, but, refusing, w as shot in the fore- 
head by a sharpshooter and dropped 
dead from his horse. He was brought 
back to liouisville, his home, and lE>nried, 
and it was said at the time that hiH was 
the largest funeral prooeeaion that bad 
ever entered Cave Hill Cemetery. He 
was a son of Thomas S. Forman, a native 
of this county, and long a prominent 
merchant of LooiafflW and Vtm Orleans. 

The following lines are part Oi the in* 
Bcription on his monument:

And beautiful in daath the bor appaan ; 
Tht keio bor that died in bloomlnf raan, 
la man's isgiel he Urw, and woman's tean, 
Mors saeied than tn life and lovtUsr far 
fWtevlac ptriabad ta the form of war."
